This hope, this expectation is, however, no 
excuse for a reduction of the strength of our na- 
tional defense or for a diminution of the resolve 
te guard our safety and protect our welfare. We 
want no decline into a period of prosperous inertia, 
hor @ lapse into a psychology of false security. A 
portion of the energies we expect to use to main- 
tain and better our material and cultural welfare 
must be diverted to building and supporting a sys- 
tem adequate to the defense of that welfare, even 
though the need seems at the time vague and un- 
Mkely. x. 

We are in danger of being lulied into an accept- 
ance of the theory that our national defense is 
effective, that it is good enough, at least, to meet 
what is at most a phantom emergency. We ‘are 
easing ourselves into the same comfortable phi- 
losophy that in the 80s and early '90s preceded our 
engagement in the war with Spain, and that pre- 
ceded the outbreak of the world war. 

And this creeping on of an ancient apathy is 
being, if not encouraged, at least permitted by 
persons whose duty it is to stand for maintaining 
the national defense in a state of the utmost neco- 
essary perfection. 

We should: be given facts instead of assurances 
Yable to misinterpretation, by those from w 
We have a right to expect exactness. | 

President Coolidge, in presenting to congress his 
fessage transmitting the budget for 1928, made 
the following statements concerning the state of 
the national defense:

The National Guard is neither highly trained 
por,.efficient. If it were, we could—as one would 
belitve from the President's words—send 180,000 
first class combat troops into the field or emer- 
gency notice. The facts are—as they were recently 
stated in Washington—that only three or possibly 
four skeleton National Guard divisions, perhaps 
85.000 to 30,000 men, are sufficiently well trained 
and equipped to take the field on any notice as 
other than second line troops. The National Guard 
mumbers 175,000, not 180,000. And as guardsmen 
who saw service in the world war retire, are forced 
out by age, or are replaced by politicians, the 
National Guard faces the danger of growing 
gmalier, of becoming even less thoroughly trained 


# ond even less efficient than it now is. 


The reguiar army is chronically short of funda, 
go much so that a reduction below even the budget 
limit has at times been contemplated. The 
army's ordnance is not being kept strictly up to 
Bate, nor is it permitted money enough to main- 
tain its technical equipment at high efficiency. 
The army is, not too well quartered nor is it too 
well fed. There is an ever increasing need for 
technical specialization and many members of the 
regular army are used in reserve and 
eivilian units, which leaves an vate num- 
ber of troops for the proper garrisoning of impor- 
tant territories, such as the Canal Zone, Hawaii,

The navy is short of ships, far below the limits

As a 
result, it is inclined to live by rule and precedent, 
te lapse into a state of bureaucratic inertia, and 
develop an extreme imperviousness to progressive 
ideas. It creates and worships a fetish created in 


*| its own image and refuses to admit the possibility 


of clay feet. And it destroys its own efficacy 
through internal political quarrels of its own de- 
vising. 4 
The ignorance and incapacity demonstrated by 
so many of our generals and staff officers in France | 
was not concealed by,a censorship maintained 
chiefly for that purpose. 

It needs such civilan enterprise as our system 
of government has sought to provide. i | 
We look to the civilian heads of the army and 
navy to keep the military-naval machine in run- 
ning order, administratively as well as materially. 
It is disquieting then to be forced to believe that a 
commander in chief unacquainted with material 
facts must enjoy a still less thorough knowledge 
of administrative facts. 
President Coolidge states that he is in favor 
of “adequate military preparedness.” Such pre- 
parednéss must be based on exact facts. We an- 
ticipate no immediate emergency, yet we are 
startled by news from an important trial in 
Washington into realizing that just a short time 
ago competent and conservative high naval officers 
found reasons to make provisions for war against 
a foreign power. : 

We-cannot afford to expose ourselves again—as 
we have done in the past-—to the hazards of a 
system of preparedness posed on euphemisms and 


misleading generalities, 


LET THE FARMERS. TRY. 

The Farm Bureau federation, which speaks for 
farmers throughout the country but particularly 
for the farmers of the middle west, is continuing 
the fight for agricultural reljef along the old lines. 
The McNary-Haugen bill has been defeated in suc- 
cessive congresses but the farmers are not aban- 
doning its ideas. They may modify the bill in de- 
tail but they will not modify it in principle. They 
are not impressed by the President’s opposition to 
price fixing. They have the support of Sir Josiah 
Stamp, the distinguished British economist, in say- 
ing that by whatever name the thing is called, the 
principles which they advocate are not econom- 
ically unsound and can be made to work. 

The farmers are underpaid. Every one agrees 
upon that. They have proposed a solution their 
problem which they are confident will work, but 
which eastern financiers are opposing. The farmers 
say their own contributions will péy the cost of 
administering their plan and that the increase in 
domestic prices which will result is only fair in 
view of the protection given by the tariff to indus- 
try and the industrial worker, but not the farmer. 


The farmers are confident that their proposal will 


place no new.burden upon the treasury. 
We believe the farmers are justified in asking for 
@ raise. As we see it, the most serious criticism 


of their plan by its opponents is that it will not | 


accomplish the purpose for which it is intended. No 
one can gay with certainty whether it will or will 
not and the experts, as usual, are divided, We be- 
lieve the farmers should be given the opportunity 
to test their proposal. If it doesn't work, they will 
be the chief sufferers. - 
GIFTS TO STATE 


INSTITUTIONS. | 

_ The University of Illinois lost a friend in the 
late Senator McKinley. He gave it $700,000 at dit- 
ferent times, and gifts to institutions supported by 
public taxation are not many, Most donors feel 
that since the state, the public, is supporting such 
institutions, they would better devote their liberal- 
ity to institutions which must wholly rely upon 
private endowment. Of course, this is in the main 
true, and it is the more justifiable as politics tends 
to interfere in the management of public institu- 
tions. Yet the service of the latter is of great im- 
portance and gifts especially safeguarded are com- 
mendable. Political executives and legislatures 
are likely to lack appreciation of certain lines of 
research and education and to be stingy and short- 
sighted in appropriating for them. The private 
endowment, if properly protected in the deed of 
gift, may correct this failure and help a great 
inetitution, like our state university, to round out 
its many sided service. | :

NE who reads the transactions of 
the ‘British Eugenics stciety and 
the opinions of the British eugen- 
ists, as found in the Eugenics Re.

The British have been especially re- 
luctant about approving the American 
plan for the sterilization of the unfit. 
Meanwhile, this procedure moves along, 
gaining here and losing there, averaging 
a little gain from year to year. 

In the matter of court decisions the 
gain is greatest. The tendency of the 
courts is very strongly toward the posi- 
tion that sterilization is not a cruel, ‘n- 
humane punishment; that it is not even 
a punishment in the strictly legal sense 
except it be in Nevada; and that it is 
a proper exercise of the right of society 
to protect itself. 

The. tendency of the states to adopt 
sterilization laws is progressive. On the 
othér hand there is considerable tendency 
on the part of authorities in states where 
there are sterilization laws to make no 
use of them.
